SULPHUR SPRINGS, Mo., Aug. 7. 


I—Failure of an engineer to heed a 
block signal caused tue rear-end col- 
lision on the Missouri Pacific here last 
night in which 37 persons •were killed 
and about 137 injured. 25 seriously, 
according to John Cannon, assistant 
general manager of the road. 
' 


Train Ho. 4, a fast passenger vetl- 
'billed steel train, running at 
full 
•peed, crashed, into No. 32. a local, 
composed of five wooden day coaches, 
<a baggage and an express car as the 
'engine -was taking on water with the 
coaches stretching back on,a trestle 
•ovet Glais* Creek. 
, 


The Impact hurled two of the local 


i coaches down a 50-foot embankment 
I edging the Mississippi and telescoped 
four other coaches crushing a num- 
ber of passengers to death in their 
Beats. Both trains were behind time, 
the fast passanger, running from 
fFort "Worth, Texas, to St. Louis, carry- 
•Ing 180 passengers and the local 100 
, persons. 
Engineer Responsible Is Killed 


According to Mr. Cannon, M Matt 
Ginger Glenn, of St. Louis, engineer of 
the fast pasenger train, failed to heed 
m. block signal warning him the track 
•tras not clear ahead. Glenn, 57 years 
told, an engineer of 35 years without a 
black'mark against, was killed when 
he lumped from his cabin just be- 
fore the crash. Edward Tinsley, also 
of St. Louis, fireman of No. 4 remained 
fet his post and was injured seriously. 
Engineer Glenn shortly before ar_ 
^ Sulphur Springs received or- 
ett the run" to pull over on a 
tidiiig at Cliff Cave, ten miles north of 
here to allow the "Sunshine Speclay 
No. 1" en route from St. Louis to Tex- 
aa points to pass and Mr. Cannon ex- 
plained the engineer failed to heed 
the signal because he apparently was 
reading these orders when he passed 
the block. 
The orders were found, 


near his body. 
Ghouis appeared on the scene short- 


ly after the crash and robbed the dead 


and dying. 
Only one was arrested 


and he said he was William Hall, of 
St. Louis. Several pieces of wearing 
apparel taken from the unfortunates 
were found on his person and a Bible 
was in hig waist. The Bible, it was 
said, had been the property of the 
Rev. 
V. O. Pensley, of De-Soto, one of 


those killed. 
The dead and injured 


were spread over an area of several 
city blocks and chicken,crates, auto- 
mobile cushions, baggage, and the 
railroad 
tracks 
constituted 
their 


couches. Jhis little village of 150 in- 
habitants was unable to care for the 
injured and they along with the dead 
were taken to St. Louis and DpSoto 
Dr. W. W. Hull was the only physician 
administering to the injured for sev- 
eral hours until relief trains arrived. 
Mothers Begged Neus of Babies. 
"Had I had some assistance we 


might have saved some of the dying," 
Dr. Hull told a representative of the 
Associated Pre«s. "At one time I was 
trying to treat 25 persons simultane_ 
ously." 


The cries of the injured had <to go 


unheeded in many cases. ''"Mothers 
begged for news of their babies and 
children cried for their parents. One 
fourteen months old child, unable to 
tell her name, was found a mile from 
the scene of the disaster asking for 
"mama." 
A woman from St. Louis 


took her in charge. 


One of '<,he saddest scenes reported 


was that of-the Degania family of St. 
Louis. Four of the family of ix were 
killed and the father is reported dying 
in a St. Louis hospital. Three of the 
Degania children.— Ralph, 6, Melvin, 5, 
and Robert, 14 months, lay dead to 
the right of their father before he 
could be removed and Mrs. Degina lay 
dead to.his left.. 
In the confusion several bodies were 


hustled on the relief trains before be- 
ing checked leaving the number of 
bodies could not be identified because 
their effects, had been scattered oyer 
such a. wide area. 
' 
Bodies May Be in RiTer. * 


The railroad tracks parallel the 
Mississippi river and the trestle on 
which' the disaster occurred spans 
Glaise creek, where it enters the river. 
As a result a report was current that 
a number of bodies were washed into 
the Mississippi but there was no way 
of verifying this report. 


Rescue work was hampered by lack 


of light. This village is without elec- 
tricity and the rescue workers and 
morbidly curious made their way 
among the mass of twisted,steel and 
crumpled wooden coaches by the aid 
of kerosene torches and candles. 


Thousands of persons visited the 
scene late last night and today, and 
roads were blocked for three miles, 
feet from the scene of the accident. 
One body", was"Hurled waist deep in a 
bog; - Dr. 'Gfeorge "W. Elders, coroner 
of Jefferson~county, said a thorough 
investigation of the accident would be 
made. Mo;t of the dead were Missouri 
people.

RICHMOND. Aug. 7.—Virginia 
faces a coal famine and unless the 
miners* strike is settled soon, 
state industries will be forced to 
suspend operations. 
Alexander 
Forward, fuel administrator an- 
nounced today. 


All of the local coal dealers have 


received instructions from State Fuel 
Commissioner Alexander Foward. at 
Richmond, not to begin delivering 
coal for winter supply In household*, 
and to serve industries and individuals 
who are in immediate need of 
fuel. 
This means that the local fuel dealers 
will not be able to start filling winter 
orders which are piling up in the local 
offices until given permission to do so. 
When this will be-is proMematical but 
there is small chance oT the restriction 
being raised for eight or ten weeks 
even though the railway and the coal 
.strikes are quickly settled- 
With an 


J obvious shortage of bituminous coal 
1 throughout the country due to the 
prolonged cessation on the part of the 
mines and inability on the part of the 
railways to move what little is being 
Wined the situation from a. domestc 
point of view is growing 3n serious- 
ness and is one the Import of which 5s 
not apparently realized by the public 
generally. 
The WitchT Ice Factory has only 


enough coal to r«n it wntll th*» end of 
this week. 
The Chamber of Com- 
merce has taken wp this local prob- 
lem with the fuel commissioner and 
Mr. Forward has assured the Ire Com- 
pany that one carload of coal win be 
forwarded each week.

of the striking railroad shopmen, B. 
M Jewell, president of railway em_ 
ployees department, of the American 
Federation of Labor, W. H. Johnson, 
president of the machinists' associa- 
tion, and J. P. Noonam, chief of the 
Electrical Workers' brotherhood, wait- 
ed over Sunday in Washington, ex- 
pecting to resume with 
President 
Harding tomorrow the negotiations 
for strike settlement which w.ere re- 
opened on Saturday. 
There -was in 


the meantime a gathering of general 
chairmen of the strike organizations 
on several of the eastern railroad sys- 
tems, chiefly machinists' representa- 
tives who reported on existing condi- 
tions and discussed strike policy with 
the national leaders. 
Nothing was 'forthcoming from the 


Wfiite" House concerning the possible 
new negotiations which might result 
between railroad executives and Pres- 
ident Harding in furtherance of the 
settlement attempts. 
In spite of the 


refusal of the road • managements to 
accept President Harding's request 
that all strikers be reinstated with full 
seniority in consideration of a calling 
off of the strike, it is known that paths 
of communication between the admin- 
istration and the more prominent 
railroad 
heads remain completely 
open. 


Unions Hare Gone the Limit 
Union representatives remained firm 


in the opinion that President Harding 
would not ask them to compromise 
further on seniority points; held out 
he impression that they had gone to 
the limit in accepting his original of- 
fer, and professed complete ignorance 
as to what his(re-consideratioa of the 
problem might develop. 
The Union leaders expect other rail- 


road unions hot to strike to follow up 
tomorrow the program of making rep- 
resentations to the President concern- 
ng the bad conditions into which they 
claim the strike has put railroad roll- 
ing stock. This was begun Saturday 
by legislative agents of three of the 
train service 
brotherhood organiza- 
tions, the engineers, trainmen and flre- 
ment and enginemen. and the imita- 
tion left that while not contemplating 
actual strike, employes in transporta- 
tion service outside of the shop crafts 
might adopt a policy of refusing ser- 
vice, in a semi-organized fashion, on 
trains or at line points where difficul- 
ty and danger in working trains or 
facilities is claimed to exist because of 
improper or insufficient shop work. 
Southern Meeting Today 
The separate conference between 
the shop craft spokesmen on the 
Southern railway and the management 
will begin tomorrow after a two day 
postponement. The Southern, acting 
apart from all other large railroads, 
has offered to settle with Its men ex- 
actly on the basis of President Hard- 
Ing's proposals. The union policy has 
been hitherto emphatically against 
single line settlements.

Three Days A Week 


Set For Deliveries 


The Tobacco Growers' Co-operative 


Marketing Association, long in pro- 
cess of development and formation, 
got under way in South Carolina to- 
day, 
farmers 
who have 
joined the 


five-year pool 
organization 
making 


their deliveries at the receiving ware- 
houses in all parts of that State and 
m ,the "border" markets of North 
Carolina. 
. The Association, has _ set Mondays, 
Wedn«sd»vs and Fridays as the days 
on which deliveries shall be accepted 
by the 
organization. The 
auction 
sales are running every day in the 
week except Saturday, as is the cus- 
tom In Danville. 
Some of the Danville tobacco men 


who went South last week have re- 
turned with their impressions of the 
crop. 
One of them said today that 
thd farmers were elated over the 
prices which have climbed steadily 
since the opening day last Monday 
when the South Carolina average was 
about J20. Prices have gone up to 
$26 and $27 since that time. 
The 


crop, except in those regions where 
it suffered from excessive rain, is bet- 
ter than last year's and the prices at 
all of the markets wfth the exception 
of one small one where only a small 
corps of buyers was on hand have 
been far above those recorded at last 
year's opening. 
There is naturally a good deal of 
interest in the prices which will pre- 
vail under the pooling plan. 
It is 
learned that last week T. M- Carring- 
ton. Z. V. Gwynn and J. M- Taylor 
went into South Carolina where the 
prices for the various grades were set. 
It appears that there are no fewer 
than sixty grades of tobacco under 
the pool plan, each one commanding 
a different price. 
These grades are 
being kept secret and are determined 
to 
combinations of letters which 


means nothing to the 
man not a 


member of the pool. 
It is understood that the farmer 


upon the presentation of his tobacco 
will obtain In money only a percen- 
tage of Its value, this being available 
on the day the tobacco is delivered. 


The returning tobacco men believe 
that the South Carolina season will 
be over by the end of September or 
in ample time for the Danville men 
now South to return and prepare for 
the Danville opening which is set for 
October 1st 
The suggestion has been 


made that the auction sales here ouen 
earlier thar October 1st. but this if 
unlikely since th«» huyinjr corps now 
in South Carolina will not be able 
to 3ea\-» until the crop there has be.cn 
disposed of and it would be disadvan- 
tageous to open the local market 
without a full representation of buy- 
»r«« on hand.

STEALS GOODS TO STOCK 


STORE OF HIS OWN NEAR 


DANVILLE; HE CONFESSES 


Seldom do theives, whatever 
the 
commodities in which they deal, show- 
any onginalitj; thej follow the beat- 
en path with due regard for the con- 
ventions of their caste 
Therein lies 
their weakii^s. It is one of the car- 
dinal rules 'of the craft to deal only 
in goods that have a ready sale and 
in articles that have a high instrin- 
slc value 


Not so with James C Mayberry ar- 


rested yesterday seven miles out on 
the Chatham road by Detective J N. 
Campbell, of this city and Chief of 
Police Cole, of SchoolfieTd 
Mavber- 
ry's method was to steal a -whole store 
or as much of it as he could get into 
a Ford truck, move his goods to an- 
other section and open up a store 
He selected the goods he pilfered 
with discrimination an<3 care, with ail 
e-ve to catering to the various needs 
of his prospective patrons 
Ma} ben \ came to grief, not thru 
anv carelessness on his own part: hs 
was not apprehended b> the clever 
work of diligent officers but he was 
caught in tile net of fortuitous cir- 
cumstances, over -which he had no 
control, and against which he could 
not fortify himself 


Following- his arrest. Mavberry -was 
placed in the Danville jail and the 
goods he had stolen were brought to 
the court house in two cars. He made 
a confession and/evjnced a desire for 
a speedy trial 
% 
Mayberry has been living: in Dan- 


ville for5.the past two years off and- 
on 
Most of that tUne he has been 
"on the road." 
But wiile here he 
lived on Pickett street 
"WhiU out of 
the city he ran a tent mov.e show, 
which he moved from village to vil- 
lage. This tent show appi-ars to have 
been a blind, behind -which he con- 
ducted his more serious vocation of 
stealing and transporting stocks of 
goods. After a successful freebooting 
expedition it was his wont to rent a 
small store, usually In some rural 
neighborhood, and 
dispose 
ot the 
goods he had lifted 
It was stated 
at police headquarters yesterday that 
he had opened e^ght or nine stores 
in and around Danville. Most of the 
stores were stocked with general mer- 
chandise, but on one occasion, it is 
said, he opened a jewelry store. 
About the middle of July he took 
his tent movie show to Bear Creek, 
Chatham County. N. C. Bear Creek 
is a bucolic community where there is 
no regular movie show, and Mayberry 
is said to have prospered. 


"While in Bear Creek he made the 
acquaintance of W. A. Phillips, pro- 
prietor of

merchandise 
store. Mr. Phillips states that May-

St. Paul's Dome 


Is In Danger 


LONDON. Aug. &. — The present 


condition of St. Paul's Cathedral in 
London undoubtedly calls for strong 
and rapid measures. An eminent ar- 
chitect has declared that the state of 
the -pier* means -that ihe- collapse of 
the, donife Is onlv~~aT ntotter of time; 
while, an equally eminent engineer 
has long held a 'similar opinion. 


For many years St. Paul's Cathed- 


ral has been showing alarming sisrns 
of 
decadence 
and 
threatened col- 


lapse. 
Great cracks have appeared 


every now. and then in the walls ana 
on the uppier ledges. 


The present St. Paul's is not the 


ancient building which was noted as 
a kind of miniature Nijni Novgorod, 
where all kinds of commodities were 
bartered, and where' filth was wont to 
accumulate in the heaps. 
The old 
St. Paul's of the' Eleventh, Twelfth 
and Thirteenth Centuries was lost in 
the great London fire of 1666, and tht> 
present structure was begun in 1675 
after 
designs 
of

Christopher 


Wren. 
.The building was first used for ser-

1710 after*an.. outlay "oft ttirte and a 
half million dollars.' !St-'Paul's. great 
as It is. covers only half the area of 
St. Peter's at Rome. The total height 
of the dome is 364 feet and in diame- 
ter of St. Peter's dome is 139 feet 
and of the Pantheon 143 feet. 
But 
the dome Is by far the most beautiful 
part of the cathedral. The interior is 
cold and unattractive and the build- 
ing generally, apart from .the dome. 
is unimpressive, great as it is in size.

The soil upon which the cathedral 
was built was ne"ver very good, and 
the architect. Sir Christopher V.'ren. 
took his precautions accordingly. Had 
the subsoil been left undisturbed lhe 
precautions might have sufficed. But. 
not only has the water at the bottom 
of th« sandy stratum beneath the ca- 
thedral been tapped, but th«'hillside 
on which the cathedral is built is now 
traversed by deep drains and by sev- 
eral underground railroad*. 
It is owing to this that the whole 
structure Is manifestins a disposition 
to slip down toward the river, while 
the safety of the cathedral is jsraveiy 
endangered by the immense fissures 
Jn the ground due to subsidence. This 
announcement, coming after the fall 
of a huge mass of stone In Westmin- 
ster Abbey, due to the destruction hy 
ru?t of the Iron clamps by which the

Mr. Bonar Law has all along been 


strongly iiKsntified with the Ulster 
viewpoint ol the Irish question. He 
fought the last home rule bill tena- 
clouily, and he m.ade it a condition 
of tupporting Mr. Lloyd George in 
18IB that the measure which was then 
in suspense should be scrapped, and 
that there should be no further con- 
cession to Ireland. The compact held 
till the spring of last year when the 
government as a whole decided that 
the policy of repression had failed, 
and that there must be a return to 
conciliation.
